"Red Alert" 
Play Sends Anti-Drug Message

Drug Prevention and Safety Facilitator, 
Normandin Middle School 

Since 1989, the nurses and emergency medical 
technicians (EMT's) from St. Luke's Hospital have been 
trying to prevent kids from using drugs. They do it by 
going to schools and doing their Red Alert play. With the 
help of students from Old Rochester Regional High 
School, Cindy Ziewacz an ER nurse, stages scenes in 
which a young person overdoses. 

"This type of scenario is more common than we'd 
like to believe, but we frequently see instances like these 
in the emergency room," Ms. Ziewacz said. 

The play is as realistic as possible so that the kids 
who are watching will understand what goes on in this 
kind of emergency.

reality behind poisoning by drug or alcohol overdose. 

At the end of the performance one of the students 
in the play "dies." 

"We do this to make a point," said New Bedford 
Paramedic Rosemary Darmon. "Things like this happen 
to young people every day all over the country. We hope 
that if kids understand the harsh consequences of doing 
drugs then maybe they won't take them in the first place." 

Another goal of this performance is to encourage 
kids who already have a problem with alcohol or other 
drugs, or know someone who does, to seek help. The ER 
is a place to do that and there is nothing to fear. 

ER personnel have actually found unconscious 
people dumped on the sidewalk in front of the hospital. 
This makes it hard to treat that person because they have 
no information to go on. So their advice is to not use or 
abuse but if it happens call 911 and get help as soon as 
possible. 

Many Normandin Middle School kids asked great 
questions. Two students who were interviewed after the 
presentation agreed that it gave a very powerful message. 
"People should not worry about what could happen to 
you if it means saving someone's life," they said. 

The ORR students who came to play the "party 
people" said they do it because they think that taking a 
chance with your life just to get high is stupid. They want 
to show middle school students that many older teens 
don't use drugs or alcohol. They just don't need it to have 
a good time.

"The overarching mission of 
the Massachusetts Estuaries Project is the protection and 
restoration of the health of coastal embayments from 
Duxbury south around Cape Cod, Buzzards Bay and to 
the Rhode Island border, inclusive of Nantucket and 
Martha's Vineyard. Technical experts from SMAST are 
working with the DEP to classify the nitrogen sensitivity 
of these shallow coastal water bodies, conduct quantita- 
tive linked watershed-embayment water quality model- 
ing, generate site-specific thresholds analysis and present 
some options for achieving these thresholds." 

It was agreed that given the location of Eel Pond, 
any plan for achieving the goals should include working 
with the Bike Path Committee and the projected engineer- 
ing plans for the bike path.

At 7:10 pm the board met with Carolyn 
Rubenstein of the Marion Historic District Study Commit- 
tee. Ms. Rubenstein presented a copy of the committee's 
recent meeting minutes and their proposed guidelines. 

"With your okay we went ahead and got about 
fifteen guidelines that are currently in use by other towns 
... we're looking to see what will be right for Marion," Ms.

"After the meeting with residents and after we 
complete the rest of the polling, if we then feel we have a 
majority of (people) in the districts in favor of (the pro- 
posal), we'll hold another public meeting in August and 
present (the by-law at Town Meeting) in the fall," Ms.

The board next met with Communications 
Dispatcher Tracy Weckesser who is requesting a leave of 
absence from the department to go on maternity leave.

private land owners and the Conservation Commission 
(ConCom), Planning Board, and Building Department — 
not the Board of Selectmen. That doesn't come under our 
purview." 

In order to allay the residents' fears. Chairman 
Ryan also said that if such a proposal were made to a 
private landowner, she would want to call a Special Town 
Meeting to approve the project. "It has to be something 
that the townspeople support or don't support," she said. 
"That's what we did for SEMASS." 

"I was wondering if there had been any discus- 
sions between Rochester and (other towns)," said Claudia 
Butler. "I didn't get a sense (of that) from the newspaper 
article." 

"The problem with Rochester is we don't have a 
big water supply available, and let's face it (a casino) 
would require an ample water supply," Chairman Ryan 
said. "It's very hard to try to think of all the things that 
could possibly happen, depending on the location. We 
have Mr. Strutski's location (in Rochester) ... which would 
put a burden on Marion Road and Route 105. If you're 
looking for opinions, I can only speak for myself and not 
the board. I would rather support Eastover Farm and 
keeping it (as open space), because that's the rural charac- 
ter of Rochester. I'm not looking for bright lights and big 
buildings." 

"I think the impact would be just as severe if it 
were located in Wareham or Carver," Ms. Butler said. 

To that end, Mr. Huntoon suggested the residents 
should send letters to local legislators expressing their 
opposition to siting a casino / gaming complex in the area. 
"They react to (these issues)," he said. "There's a number 
of different avenues you can take, because they'll be 
hearing those things in the next few sessions in Boston." 

"To help alleviate concerns that the townspeople 
wouldn't know that something was happening, I think

this board is willing to give its word that when we hear 
something, we will let you know," Chairman Ryan said. 
"There's no other way we can do anything. If Wareham is 
quietly having talks and we don't know about it, we can't 
tell you." 

Ms. Butler asked the board if they are willing to 
write a letter expressing their opposition to a casino / 
gaming complex located in or around Rochester. 

"I think what I'd like to do is send letters to 
neighboring Boards of Selectmen and ask them if they are 
contemplating selling land for a casino first," Chairman 
Ryan said. "Am I worried about it? Yes. But you have to 
approach it (systematically). I'm sure that in no matter 
what section of town (it is located), we'd have a group of 
people in here, stomping their feet, saying they don't 
want it. It's going to impact every person for 100 miles 
around, to be sure."

Commtmities have to work hard to manage growth.

Management 
in Rochester means providing services to meet the demands of 
an expanding population. It also means preserving the things 
that define the town.

House is included in the Supplemental Budget that the 
House and Senate passed and sent to the Governor's 
desk. The Supplemental Budget was released by the 
Conference Committee comprised of House and Senate 
members. Representative Straus offered the amendment 
during an earlier House session and the Conference 
Committee included this amendment as part of their final 
report. 

Under Representative Straus' proposal, the 
Secretary of the Department of Elder Affairs will be given 
the power to negotiate directly with pharmaceutical 
companies in order to reduce the cost of prescription 
drugs in the state's popular Prescription Advantage 
program. The state spends $100 million annually on 
prescription drugs in this seniors' program. 

"This amendment will allow for significant 
savings to the seniors in Massachusetts by granting to the 
Governor's administration the necessary power to 
negotiate fair and reasonable prices directly with pharma- 
ceutical companies instead of being faced with added 
administrative costs passed onto the state by numerous 
middlemen and indirect suppliers who are involved after 
drugs leave the manufacturer," Representative Straus 
said. 

"I believe this amendment is an important step in 
controlling rising drug prices," said House Ways and 
Means Committee Chairman John Rogers. "By taking out 
the middlemen, we hope the administration will be able

My parrot only likes sunflower seeds in her seed 
mix. How can I get her to eat the other seed? 
I equate an all seed diet to an all white bread 
diet. OK in the short run, but severely defi- 
cient over time. Seeds lack vitamin A and a 
number of essential minerals. 

What should I feed my parrot? 
Feed a pelleted bird food. It looks like dry 
dog or cat food but is smaller and is formu- 
lated for birds. To this add fresh fruits and 
vegetables. Offer the seeds for 10 minutes in 
the morning and 10 minutes in the evening 
and leave the pellets, fruit and veggies avail- 
able for the rest of the day.

Dark Blue. Starring Kurt Russell and Ving Rhames. 
Directed by Ron Shelton. Running time: 118 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

In the grim and bitter cop drama Dark Blue, Kurt Russell 
comes out to play. This smart, underrated actor can usually do 
most roles upside down in his sleep, but this one — dirty L. A. cop 
Eldon Perry — requires his full attention and commitment, and 
he floods his scenes with all the cynical humor and offhand 
callousness they can hold. Eldon is a self-satisfied corrupt, racist 
bastard, and Russell, who has always come across as an intelligent 
man secure in his brainpower, gives us a protagonist who knows 
full well how rotten he is but covers it with fancy justifications. 
Russell fans, take note: This is probably the strongest work he's 
done in movies, and that includes his John Carpenter films. 

Dark Blue situates Eldon, and many equally soiled cops, in 
an L.A. on the verge of flames: the movie is set days before the 
1992 Rodney King verdict that drove furious citizens into the 
streets. James Ellroy, chronicler of "bad white men" in such 
books as L.A. Confidential, wrote the first version of the script, set 
during the Watts riots of 1965. Screenwriter David Ayer {Training 
Day) brought the script into modern times, adding his own 
touches; the relationship between Eldon and his rookie partner 
Bobby Keough (Scott Speedman) echoes that between Denzel 
Washington and Ethan Hawke. 

This movie, though, is not about the rookie' s disillusionment; 
it's about the gathering self-disgust of the veteran cop, who takes 
orders from the even more corrupt higher-up Jack Van Meter 
(Brendan Gleeson) and reacts with rage when Bobby questions 
Van Meter's orders — supposedly because Van Meter served on 
the force with Eldon's father, but possibly because Eldon, too, 
secretly questions it; you get the impression that Eldon's tirade 
against Bobby is really against himself. Eldon has been okayed 
for a lieutenant spot, and under Van Meter's watch he gets to do 
pretty much what he wants, but what does it profit Eldon if he 
gains the world but loses his soul? 




When two snitches under Van Meter's protection commit a 
robbery and a multiple homicide, Eldon and Bobby swing into 
action, only they swing the wrong way. They're encouraged to 
go after a pair of ex-cons who had nothing to do with the crime, 
and we see the various ways the process is bent to Van Meter's 
will — he has dirt on everyone, including Deputy Chief Holland 
(Ving Rhames), who regards Van Meter with disgust and wants 
to bring him down. Van Meter, a gelatinous manipulator who 
isn't above blackmail and murder to keep the L APD unit running 
smoothly, is straight out of James EUroy's playbook; he would've 
gotten along fine with the James Cromwell character in L.A. 
Confidential. 

Going far afield from his usual sports comedies, director 
Ron Shelton delivers a clean, taut piece of work with a respect for 
self-revealing rants. Kurt Russell gets most of the rants, and 
slams them home beautifully, especially during Eldon's career- 
suicidal speech at his badge ceremony. The language in Dark Blue 
is coarse yet eloquent, from Eldon's self-definition as "a gunfighter 
raised up in a family of gunfighters" to his laundry list of slimy 
things he's done in the name of protecting and serving. By the 
time the L.A. riots flare up, Eldon points out that it's men like 
himself and Van Meter who brought the city to this crisis, but he 
doesn't really need to. If anyone looks at home in the riots, it's 
Kurt Russell driving his car through the chaos, waving a gun and 
grimacing through his cracked windshield. It's not whether 
Russell is worthy of a serious cop drama; it's whether the movie 
is worthy of him, and it is.

Haunting Theater

The Phantom lives again! 

Yes, Andrew Lloyd Webber's elegant award- winning musi- 
cal version of the classic beauty-and-the-beast tale is once more 
haunting the stage at the Providence Performing Arts Center for 
a limited five- week engagement through Simday, March 23. 1 have 
to admit, this sprawling theatrical spectacle only seems to grow 
on me with repeat performances. The current Providence pro- 
duction, skillfully staged by the Cameron Mackintosh /Really 
Useful Theatre Company and directed by Harold Prince, was 
my third trip down into the water-filled recesses of the Phantom's 
Opera House, and it was clearly one of the best performances of 
the piece I've seen mounted to date. 

Granted, I think familiarity with The Phantom of the Opera 
helps to better understand its sometimes-sparse plot — my first 
impression of the show, again in Providence several years ear- 
lier, was less enthusiastic because I had yet to become familiar 
with both the wonderful Webber score and the subtle changes in 
the story which originated with Gaston Leroux's novel and was 
later popularized in cotmtless film adapatations, the best of which 
remains Lon Chaney's 1925 silent classic. And I'm admittedly 
partial to my second Phantom experience: watching Kiss 
frontman Paul Stanley (yes, he of the star-eyed makeup) easily 
slip into the role during a limited run in Toronto, Canada. For 
me, Stanley's interpretation remains second only to Michael 
Crawford, who originated the role on Broadway to great acclaim. 

That said, I was duly impressed with Brad Little playing the 
man-behind- the-mask in the current Providence run. Little, who 
heads the 36-member cast, was clearly up to the task of com- 
manding a capacity audience, and his deep but emotional voice 
was perfectly-suited to elicit both shades of fear and empathy in 
The Phantom. Little knocked it out of the park during two key 
sequences in the production: the passionate "Angel of Music" 
ntimber and the show-stopping finale, "Music of the Night." 




Not to be outdone, Julie Hanson was equally superb as 
young soprano Christine. More so than in previous productions, 
Hanson was skilled at subtly showing the development of her 
character from a second-string dancer into the transformed in- 
genue which The Phantom hand-picks for stardom. Like Little, 
Hanson's lilting voice speaks volumes about her character. 

Rotmding out the love triangle, Tim Martin Gleason brings 
a sense of humanity to an otherwise thankless role as Raoul, the 
man who truly loves Christine and risks his life to save her. 
Gleason is both charming and likeable, but it's difficult for him 
— and the remainder of the cast, for that matter — to not be 
upstaged by Little's Phantom. 

Based on this latest Providence incarnation, it's easy to un- 
derstand why The Phantom of the Opera remains the third long- 
est-running show of all time. With equal parts intrigue, drama 
and suspense all wrapped up in a touching love story, it remains 
timeless entertainment, and a simple parable of how love can 
conquer all. Experience it again ... or for the first time.
